Extract of a Letter from the Rev. S. 
Marsden to the Secretary, dated Pa- 
ramatia, New Bouth Wales, January 
18, 1817. 

“J am happy to say that all is well 
in the South Sea Islands. God hath 
ereatly blessed the word of his grace 
to the poor heathen; and Satan is 
fallen like lightning from Heaven. 
The Active left them well in October, 
excepting Mr. Bicknell, who informs 
me that he is indisposed. 

‘Mr. and Mrs. Ellis are gone on. 
The Active is getting ready as fast as 
possible to take Messrs. Orsmand and 
Bart: they will write to you. I ex- 
pect a ship will soon sail for England, 
and therefore I only mention a few 
things now, but will soon write more 


faily. ”?

We regret that no official letter has 
been received from the Missionaries 
at Otaheite, nor any particulars from 
other quarters; it is however satisfac- 
tory to learn that in October 1816 all 
was well, and that the werk of God 
was going on prosperously. We 
may hope soon to receive fuller infor- 


mation. 


New South Wales. 

Letters from Messrs. Orsmond se 
Barff, missionaries to the South Se 
Islands, written in January last, iiles 
lately been received. They bad a fa- 
vorable passage from Rio de Janeiro, 
and after a voyage of twelve weeks 
anchored in Sydney Cove, on the

spitits, and anxious to go forward ‘ 
the place of their destination. 

‘ We heard,’ says Mr. Orsmond, ‘on 
our arrival, that Mr. Ellis, who had 
been detained here some months, had 
sailed about a fortnight before for Ota- 
heite. The Active is now under re- 
pair, and we hope in abeut six weeks, 
to take our leave of New South Wales. 
I long to be there. 

‘The aecounts that have been re- 
ceived from the islands since we came 
to this place, have been truly pleasing. 

‘ Brother Barffis well. His wife ex- 
pects to be confined before our depar- 
ture. My dear wife is well; and we 
all unite in expressing our love to all 
the Directors, for their affectionate re- 
gards; to all the friends of the Socie- 
ty, and to the whole Christain church. 
Soon, yes, very soon, shall the morn- 
ing sacrifice of prayer and praise as- 
cend from the shores, whence the - 
smoke from the immolation of human 
beings once darkened the sky. The 
wilderness is beginning to bud, soon it 
will blossom and delightful will be its 
fragrance. The North is giving up, 
and the South cannot longer keep 
back. The deadly foe whom Jesus 
vanquished, has lost his hold; and the 
spread of knowledge, the triumph of 
truth, the light of the Gospel, and the 
arm of Omnipotence, ¢ombine to 
drive him into his gloomy ceil. Dearly 
beloved friends, pray for our prosper- 


ity.’ 


Mr. Barffexpresses his thankfulness 
to Capt. Raine, for peruutiing him to 
instruct the convicts on board and the 
crew. Many of the prisoners were 
very attentive and diligent. Those 
who could read the scriptures, ire- 
quently collected around them others 
who could not, and read the Bibie 
to them ; and there is reason to hope 
good was done among them. Seve- 
ral menu signed a letter expressive of 
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their gratitude for the attention that 
had been paid to them, and their de 
termination to forsake the Romish 
communion which they bad professed 
in Ireland. 


Chinsurah. 
A letter fro a Mr. May, dated March 


2S, IS17,expresses the great satisfac- . 


tio he feels on the arrival of Mr. Pear- 
s», to assist himin the management 
of ihe numerous schools confided to 
his care by Government. The num 
ber of children on the books was 2660. 
Ile complains of the negligence of 
some of the native teachers, but looks 
forward to an improvement. He ex: 
pects great relief, under his pressing 
labours, from Mr. Pearson, when he 
shali have learned the language of the 
natives, to which he is studiously at- 
tentive. Mr. Harle also (whom we 
mentioned some tine ayo) is studying 
the language, and assists Mr. May. 

The Sunday sheoul commenced in 
October, was going on, and Mr. Pear- 
son takes an active partin it. 

Mr. May has a schooi for teachers, 
in which there are 14 you ng na’ ives, 
Many applications are made, request- 
ing that new schools may be opened. 
The schools are chiefly on the banks 
of the river; and Mr. May, in visiting 
them is sometimes obliged to sleep a 
night or two in the boat. He men- 
tions that Mr. Townly and Myr. Keith 
preach in a -p'ace called Dum-Dum, 
and that Mr. Lawson and Mr. Yates 
(Baptist Missionaries) take their turns 
‘9 preaching there once a month. He 
tuinks that the residence of our breth- 
ren at Calcutta will prove a great 
biessing to the country. 

Mr. Pearson, in a letter, dated Chin- 
surah, March ES, iSi7, relates with 
great delight his kiad reception at Cal- 
cutia by the Missionary brethren; and 
the pleasant vovage he enjoyed from 
England to Madras, where he and 
Mr.Medhurst arrived February 12. He 
says, ‘ Prue, it was long, five inontlis 

and nine days, but it dtd net appear so 
to us. Being at sea, even in fine

who are unemployed ; but our hands 
were always engaged. We studied 
fiom morning to night, except two 
hours in the day, in wich aiternaiely 
we tangit such as were willing toread 
and write. One man, who at first 
knew little more than the printed 
alphabet, so improved, that previous. 
ly to their leaving the ship, he pre- 
sented for revision a large sheet neat- 
lv written, extracted from. St. John’s 
gospel.

About two years since [ sent. yeu a 
short account of the death de yp late 
Mrs. Butscher, wife of the Rev. Leep- 
old Butscher, one of the Chure oh Miis- 
sionaries at Sterra Leone, in West 
ern Africa, whch you had the good- 
ness to isert in the Evangelical Mag- 
azine. 

it is now my painful task to in- 
form you of the death of Mr. Buts- 
cher himself} on the night of the 17th of 
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July last, after an illness of 12 days. 
The loss of this faithful and labouri- 
ous servant of Christ can be best ap- 
preciated by those who were his fel- 
jow labourers in the mission. One of 
these, in a letter lately received, after 
mentioning the death of Mr. Brennard, 
who lived but a short time after his ar- 
rival in Africa, adds, ‘ But I have yet 
more dismal news: our guardian, Mr. 
jutscher, is escaped to the mansions 
of ligut. He departed the 17th inst. 
He is gone to meet his dear Partner 
in the realms of eternal bliss. He is 
laid in the same grave with her. He 
was perfectly resigned. He said ‘ he 
had left his dear orphan in the hands 
ofa good parent: he hae committed 
her to the Lord, and that he was go- 
ing to his dear wife in eternal glory.’ 

But it isa heavy stroke to us who 

e lefi behind, yet we dave not repine 
a ‘the will of God; we can only say it 
isa loud call to us—‘ Be ye also ready.’ 
He was a man inured to the clime; but 
wherever we may be, there is an ap- 
pointed time for us all. 

I intend, Sir, to send you some fur- 
ther account of this excellent man 
when [ have obtained more informa- 
tion respecting the early years of his 
life.

We have formerly mentioned with 
pleasure, the attention which is paid 
by the Chief tothe education of youth. 
—We are now informed that four 
schools are already established: viz. 
at Cape Henri, Sans Souci, Fort de Pais, 
and Gonaives. ‘The scholars at Cape 
Henry, where the first school was es- 
tablished, already speak the English 
language ‘fluently ; and we are glad to 
find that there is no restriction as to 
religion, as schools are equally open 
to all denominations. 

The President Petion is equally 
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zealous in the education of his sub- 
jects. One school for 500 is ordered 
to be built immediately, with a house 
for the residence of Mr. Bossor' h, 

and several young men are placed un- 
der his care, for instruction in the Brit- 
ish System. 

Barbadoes, June 6. 

Lord Combermere, the new Govern- 
our, in his address to the house of As- 
sembly, has this passage :— 

‘icannot refrain from drawing your 
attention to another important meas- 

re for securing our political happi- 
ness, by diffusing religious instruction 
more generally among the lower clas- 
ses of the community, whether slaves 
or free people. Late occurrences 
have powerfully shown the wisdom and 
necessily of imposing moral restraints 
on the passions of uneducated persons ; 
and I have no douht of your contribu- 
ting some portion of the revenue fora 
general plan of instruction (by the 
clergy of the Established C hurch,) 
when the finances of the colony will 
admit of it.’

This countryman had pe- 
rused the New Testament with which 
you presented me ; and said that him- 
my and his family were, by reading

MISSION TO THE CHEROKEES. 


The Rev. Elias Co nelius, who has for 
the last eighteen monihs been labdorionsiy 
employed asa very useful and successtul 
agent of the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions. is now ona 
tonr to the seuthwesrern parts of the Uni- 
ted States. After oltaining very handsome 
ectlections for the Board ia the principal 
towns through which he passed ; aad after 
having had repeated interviews with the 
heads of departments at Washing‘ on, on the 
subject of meliorating the coadition of the 
American Aborigines, by means of schools, 
the ars of husbandry and the mechanic arts, 
be arrived at Chiclfamaucah on the 20h of 
September. It is proper here to say, that 
all che members of the general government 
express a very benevolent desire, to im- 
prove the civil and moral condition of the 
Indians within eur borders. 

Lhe following ex traets from a letter late- 
ly received by the Rev. Dr. Worces er, as 
Corresponding Secretary, give an interest- 
ing account of the visit-of Mr Cernelius to 
the seat of the Cherokee mission. 

Chickamaugah, Cherokee Nation, 
November 1, 1817. 

Rev. nb DEAR sin,—It is with great 
pleasure Lat length have itin my pow- 
er toad dress veu, from the seat of your 
first esiah! lishment, among the poor 
Ayorigines ofour country. According 
to mv usual custom, [ have deferred 
writing in this instance, until the ap- 
proach of the time of my departure. 
Pprefer always to adopt this course,

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because it enables me to give you a 
more connected aud consisteut view of 
mv tour, and the incidents connected 
with it, than I otherwise should be a- 
ble to do. 

My arrival here was on the 20ih of 
September, at half past one o’clock in 
the morning. In my last letter, mail- 
edat W ashing. on, Rhea Co. (Tenn. ) 
you were infor med of my expectation 
of meeting brother Kiugsbury. IT wait- 
ed until Friday morning, Sept. 19, and 
then set out for Chickamaugah, un- 
derstanding the distance to be from 
39 lo 40 unics. After riding about 16 
miles, to a piace called Hiwassee Gar- 
rison, formeriy a military post, on the 
north side of the Tennessee river, I 
found a man who, having business with 
Mr. Kingsbury, agreed to accompany 
me the remainder -of the distance.— 
We crossed the Cherokee line very 
soon after leasing the garrison ; for it 
crosses the Tennessee river, and takes 
a north-west direction for a great dis- 
tance within the limits of the state of 
Tennessee.’ Within three miles of the 
garrison, we crossed the ‘Tennessee 
river, and proceeded in a south west 
direction, keeping the course of the 
river, and not far from it. Our only 
road was an Indian “ee running 
through the wilderness Although it 
was three o’clock before we crossed 
the Tennessee, we chose to continue 
our journey all the way to Chicka- 
maugah before we stop ped. In the 
evening the moon shone bright and by 
the help ef an Indian guide, whom we 
obtained for the last 15 miles, we ar- 
rived at Chickamaugah creek, at five 
minutes past twelve o'clock on Satur- 
day morning. This creek is large 
and not fordable, except in certam 
places then unknown to us. The seat 

of the establishment is one fourth ofa 
mile ov the opposite side. We cried 
out for help, but could obtain no an- 
swer; when as we were making pre- 
parations to lie out on the side of the 
creek till morning, our Indian guide 
signifie 1 to us his willingness to cross 
the creek, and bring the brethren to 
our assistance, provided we weauld iet 
him bave ove of our hors s; at iba 
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same time.calling his own steekee, that 
is litile, it being a poney. We cheer- 
fuily consented, and in a short time, 
were in the embraces of the dear 
missionaries of Chickamaugah. But 
judge of my surprize, when I was told 
that brother Kingsbury had gone to 
meet me, and by taking a different 
road must have missed me. That 
dear brother I did not see until the 
Tuesday after my arrival. 

The true distance of this place from 
Washington, (‘Ten.) may be stated at 
45 miles; and from the place where I 
crossed the Tennessee river, 32 or 33 
miles. ‘This was the reason of the ve- 
ry unseasonable time of my arrival! at 
the mission family. 

I will not occupy my paper by detail- 
ing to you the mutual joy and satisfac- 
tion of the brethren and sisters and 
myseif, on the occasion of my arrival. 
Although I had never seen them, they 
were all previously well acquainted 
with me, and[ withthem. Your own 
mind will better conceive, than [ de- 
scribe, what were our feelings, on be- 
holding each othér’s faces in this dis- 
gant and benighted section of our coun- 
try. To God we offered the sacrifice 
of thanksgiving and praise, and having 
mutually expressed our sympathies 
and reviewed our mercies, took cour- 
age, and rejoiced that we were count- 
ed worthy to make even the least sac- 
rifice for Christ. 


Mr. Correlius goes on to state in detail, 
that he found the affairs of the mission as 
prosperons as be had anticipated, and 
that the brethren were constantly occu. 

ied in improving the place and conduct- 
Ing the schoul. He mentions that they had 
necessarily laboured under great disadvan- 
tages. *' When you thiuk of these things,” 
say he, “‘ and the fact that they huve been 


called to make a great esiablishment in ihe 


wilderness, forty miles from the settle- 
ments, it cannot but exciie your admiration, 
that in one year from the commencement of 
their exeriions, a dwelling- house 52 feet by 
27, two stories high, should be reared, also 
a large and convenient school house, 36 
feet by 22. a grist-mill and numerous smal- 
ler buildings. In addition to the labours of 
ereciing these buildings, a considerable 
guanti y of corn and other articles has been 
raised, and a school of 20 or 30 children 
taugliand boarded all at the same time.” 


After describing varions thinzs relative 


to the plan in operatiou, the narrative pros 
ceeds as follows ; 


I arrived 9x Saturday morning.— 
The following Sabbath I preached to 
brother Kingsbury’s congregation, con- 
sisting of white, biack, and red peuple, 
most of of whom could understand ihe 
English language. They were all ve- 
ry attentive, aud several of them sol- 
emn. After worship I assisted in the 
Sunday School, instituted fer the in- 
struction of the black people, who are 
quite numerous, ‘This is au interest- 
ing part of the charge, which God has 
here committed tothe brethren. The 
following Tuesday, Mr. Kingsbury 1 e- 
turned, and J beheld him for the first 
time in my lite. Our meeting was 
mutually joyful and encouraging. If 
settled my accuunt with him, as stated 
in my last letter to Mr. Evarts. 

Wednesday, Sept. 24th. Brother 
Kingsbury and myself visited Charles 
R. Hicks, a Cherokee half-breed, sec- 
ond in authority in the nation. Mr. 
Kingsbury has no doubt given } you an 
account of him. We ali believe him 
an inteliigent, civilized, and truly pi- 
ous man. Ata future time I may be 
able te give vou some interesting facts 
concerning bim. He lives bat 15 
miles from Chickamaugah, and is a 
friend indeed to the American Board 
and their missionaries. Under his 
patronage every personal advantage 
in his power to bestow may be relied 
on. Tis influence is very great in the 
nation, as 1 have already witnessed. 
For what purpose, we may well ask, 
has God raised him to his present e- 
tion, but to do good. He not only 
wishes their civilization, but ardently 
desires, that Christ Jesus should be 
preached every where among them. 
He is about 50 years of age, and a 

nember of the church of Christ under 
the care of Mr. Gambould. At the 
time I visited him, a number of Cher- 
okee chiefs were present on business. 
I should have improved the opportu- 
nity of conversing on the subject of 
my mission now, but was told that on 


the 12th of October, there wo: uld be a 
very large and joint council of the 
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greck and €herokee nations at the 
Fiewee river, about 70 miles south of 
Chickamaugah. Jatonce concluded 
3; would be an object of great conse- 
eucnce for me to attend that council ; 
aud although it would detain me long- 
er in the nation than L had expe cied, 
yet | could not doubt that the object 
would be thought a sufficient apolegy 
jor my delay. In the mean time, I 
was engaged in doing what I could to 
assist the brethren in their arduous 
rhike, and particularly during ten 
days, while Mr. Kingsbury was absent 
ou pay Sinan to Knoxville. 


Mr Cywas busily ¢mployed for the ben- 
efit of the mission during bis stay at Chick- 
emaugeh,except that he was confined to 
Lis room three days by sickness. His tour 
io the Etow-ee council is described as fol- 
lows : 

On Monday, October 15th, I left 
Chickamaugah. I had heped to en- 

joy the company of brother Kingsbu- 
ry oy my journey to Etow-ee; but bis 
duty seemed to call more loudiy for 
his attentionatheme. I tock withme 
one of the scholars, John Brown, a 
half-breed Cherokee, 15 years of age, 
of great promise, nud who, on eccount 
of his know lecge both of the English 
and Cherokee languages, could act on 
all ordinary occasions as an interpre- 
ter. I will here just remark, that I 

am exceedingly pleased with this 
youth ; and causot but think he weuld 
be an ornament to the Foreign Mis- 
sion School in Connecticut. He is 
amiable on account of his modesty 
and sweetness of temper. [le 1s also 
intelligent and serious. His father is 
a chief, and a man ofinfvence. John 
wil no doubt, if he lives, be a person 
of distinction in this nation; anc should 
God renew his heart, he might be a 
herald of salvation to his people, un- 
der circumsiances eminently favoura- 
ble to his success. He is anxious to 
go to New England, where so many 
‘Sof the good white people” live; and 
his father will cheerfully consent to 
pari with him, and furnish him with 
horse, saddle, and bridle &c. to ac- 
soimpany me on my return next 
spring; and peihaps he will feel able

to muke his son a small present annu- 
al'y, vnle he should stay at the nortlly 
tow ards defraying his expenses. 

To reiwrn: | had the pleasure of 
obtaining the company et Mr. Hicks, 
on my tour through the wilderness to 
Ltow-ee, where we arrived on ‘Lhurs- 
day, havin ig been detained by bad 
weather on the way. 1 will not stay 
to detail the thousand new and inter- 
esting scenes through which I| passed 
on my way to the council, and while I 
was there. 1 will only say here, that 
on Friday, I had a talk with the couns 
cil of each nation by themselves, for 
an account of which I refer you to an 
appendix to this jetter, No. 4, which 
is a true copy from my jo urnal. 

On my return, | visited Mr. Gam- 
bould, the Moravian Missionary at 
Spring-place; and can assure you, 
that l was extreme!y delighted with 
bim ard his pious wilr. We are all 
ingebted to them greatly. Their 
kindness to the brethren las heen un- 
bounded; so much so, that they are 
now called by us all father ane mother 
Gawboule. Mr. G. is the spiritual 
father of Mr. Hicks, and also of anoth- 
er Cherokee. 1 obtained his consent, 
that a letter which he wrote to Me 
hi’Kenney, should be transcribed ahd 
sentto you. 

f returned to Chickamaugah Octo- 
ber 25d, having been alsent ten days, 
and travelled about a hundred and 
forty miles; in which time Llay out 
upon the ground with only a bianket, 
four wights, and on the fleor in an In. 
dian house two more. But my health 
and appetite were never better. My 
Sabbath, October 19th, 1 spent in the 
woods, two miles from the council, 
with only my fiiend John. Since my 
return 1 have been constantly oecu- 
pied in writing to _~ friends, to the 
committee, and in assisting brother 
Kingsbury in bis writing. One of the 
workmen having been severely at- 
tacked with a fever, has very much 
called off our attention from writing, 
and rendered it necessary I should 
stay a few days longer. I am also 
obliged fer the present to desist from 
travelling, in consequence of a late 
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fall of rain, which has so much raised 
the creeks, as to render them impas 
sable; and as for bridges there are 
none ; and of ferries very few. Ihave 
already had to make my horse swim 
over oue considerable river, and 1 ex- 
pect to be compelled to do it often a- 
gain in my southern tour. 

Mr. C. next describes the object whith 
he shall keep in view during the remaining 
part of his tour, and communicates much mn 
formation, which will be interesting to the 
Committee. From the account of his pro- 
ceedings at the council on the river Ktow- 
ee, we make the following extracts. 


Etow-ee Council, Friday October 
17, 1817. 


At one o’clock, the Indians having 
generally assembled, I opened my 
talk first with the Cherokee Chieis, 
Mr. Charles R. Hicks being inter pre 
ter. I showed them my credentials, 
and then stated my object in much 
the following manner. 

“I observed, [had come far from 
the north to see them, on a subject 
of the highest importance to them and 
to their children: that in this i was 
not acting as a private man; but, as 
Thad shown them, ft had been sent to 
them by a society of great and good 
men at the north, who loved them, 
and wished to do them good ; that it 
was their belief, that in no way could 
they do the Cherokees so much good, 
as by sending wise and good men a- 
mong them to teach their children; 
to instruct them in the arts of agri- 
culture ; and in the knowledge of 
the great Creator ; by means of which 
they might be made happy and useful 
in this life, and find the path which 
would lead them to happiness when 
they should die. IT assured them that 
none but good men would be sent a- 
mong them; that these would never 
seek to deprive them of any of their 
Jands, but would be entirely satisfied, 
Wf they could teach the Indians how 

to cultivate them in the best manner 
themselves. I stated the plan, which 
would govern the society in the estab- 


lisliment of Schools ; and according 
to which they had already, by consent 
Cherokees, 


ef the established one 
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school at Chickamaugah, and migi; 
yet establish: more.” 

While I was addressing them, they 
were remarkably attentive. When 1 
had finished, they consulted together, 
and unanimously approved of what | 
had said. ‘They ordered Kunnatacla- 
gee, (in Engtish the Ridge,) a distiv- 
guished Indian chief, to proclaim to 
the whole council the result of their 
deliberation; which he did in the 
centre of a large circ'e ef Indians, in 
a speech of 15 or 20 minuwes length. 
lie spoke with great animation, in a 
loud tone of voice, and in true native 
style. 1 regret that from my igno- 
rance of the language in which he 
spoke, | am unabie to give you the 
discourse as it was delivered. But 
you will obtain some ilea of wes d he 
said, by the foliowing brief suminary, 
translated into Enghsh by Mr. fFicks. 
I send it as he wrote it, excepting a 
few grammatical corrections, made 
under his eye, and with his consent. 

“f am now going to address the 
council of the Cherokee nation; and 
each representative will inform his 
town respectively the result of our de- 
liberations, on the subject of what we 
have heard from the northern good 
people, whe have sent this man to us. 
Of their ofier of pity to our people, 
and that we have taken hold of their 
offer. We have thought right to ac- 
cept of their benevolent object, that 
our children may learn to act well in 
life, and their minds be enlarged to 
know the ways of our Creator. For 
we have been told, that by education 
we may know, that at death our spic- 
it will return to the Father ed it.— 
It will also promote our children’s 
good to labour for their living, when 
they come to years of manhood. I 
am sensible the hunting life is not to 
he depended on. So our Father, the 
President Washington, recotnmended 
to us to labour instead of hunting. 

“These good people have estab- 
lished one school at Chickamaugah, 
and sent us teachers to educate 
our children. Whereupon the coun- 
cil requires aly persons to treat them 
friendly, and not to disturb any thing 
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ey have. And as there is now a 
putation of warriors to start imme- 
iatelv, to visit the President of the 
‘nited States, the chiefs are also re- 
uested to instruct them to ask our 
sew father, the President, for his as- 
istance to educate our children.” 
Two men were appointed, Mr. 
Hicks aad another Cherokee chief, 
to render every assistance and protec- 
tien to the snissionaries at Chicka- 
maugah, which it may be in the pow- 
erofthe nation to afford. Ican hard 
iy conceive how it ts possible, for the 
door of admission into this nation to 
be thrown open nore wide than it is 
at present. If a missionary asks for 
personal security; here he can sleep 
as quieily as in any part of the civill- 
zed world. Does he wish for the pro- 
tection and countenance of the peo- 
pie among whom he labours? Here 
they are alfiorded to the utmost ex- 
tent in the power of the nation to 
cive; the principal chief in the nation 
himself a follower of Jesus, and ready 
to strengthen the hands of all those 
who come to preach the uusearcha- 
ble riches of the great Redeemer.— 
There is also another consideratien, 
which shows irresistably that this har- 
vest is ripe. They have, as a nation, 


no system of idolatry of their own to’ 


prejudice their minds against the reli- 
gion of Christ. For many years the 
religion of their forefathers has been 
forgotten It has no place whatever 
in the moral existence of the nation. 
Neither do we find individuals in therr 
heathen state in the practice of any 
system of religion ; while yet it is un- 
usual for any “of them to hear of the 
great Creator of all things, without 
lending the most serious attention. — 
Seach is the native reverence of the 
Deity, which is cherished by them, 
and which seems to be their only re- 
maining trace of religion. Some o 
them, it is true, have learned to pro- 
fane the name of God ; but to the dis- 
erace of those professing to be Chris- 
tians, let it he remembered, that tie 
horrid practice is horrowed entirely 
from the whit» people, and is in ihe 


Iudian language without meaning. 1 
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make these remarks, because I know 


them to be true from my own observ- 
ation. Let then faithful missionaries 
be sent among them; and instead of 
finding a people loan ious of a false 
religion, they will find a nation desti- 
tute of all religion whatever, and with 
no other prejudice against the religion 
of Christ, than tuat which is common 
to human depravity every where.— 
But I will not prolong this part of the 
subject, for itis probable it will be ad- 
verted to in the joint letter to be ad- 
dressed to the Committee. 


After Mr. C. had addressed the Cherokee 
chiefs and warriors, he was coaluciel to 
the council of the Creeks, consisting of a- 
bou: 130 chiefs, wiih the Big Warrior at 
their bead. His interpreter was a_ half- 
breed Creek of he name of Hawkins, about 
twenty-five years of age. He made along 
and formal speech to ‘the council first ex- 
hibicing his commission, and thea propos- 
ing very disiinctly the objects in view.— 
The c ouncil deliberated on the subject ‘ill 
the next day. when Mr. C. was requested 
to take his sea‘ in the council, and the re- 
suit of the deliberations was announced to 
him by the Big Warrior himself. [ appears 
that the Creeks did not fully unders and 
what was coniemplated by sebools, and that 
they were not suiliciently acquainted with 
the pubject to make up their minds sudden- 
ly. They declined theretore giving a pos- 
itive answer to the proposals. They a- 
greed, however, to deliver an answer to the 
United Siates agent, Gen Mitchell, at the 
close of another coune:nl, which they were 
to bold in the course of the succeeding 
month. Mr. Cornelius We Chickamaugah 
on the 6th of November, with an incention 
ef visiting the Chiclasaw end Choctaw oa- 
tions, spencins the winteral New Orleans 
in preaching, and returning in the spring 
through these Indien nacions to the sou: he 
ern states, and thence to New England. 
bi long and very useful letter con‘aing 
some geographies! notices, which will ap- 
pear ina subsequent number of our work, 
The closing paragraph is as foliows: 
iis is Nov. 5 TI leave for the 
& ras I expect to morrow. My 
heart has this day been greatly re- 
freshed by the perusal of the Pano- 
jist for September, which has just 
wrive'l. Ll had not heard from the 
north in along time. Blessed be the 
Lerd whio so greatly prospers you.— 
We have some good things of recent 
eccurrence here at Chickamavgah. 
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Yesterday two Cherokers,ene man and 
one woman, came to us to ask, what 
they shou d do to be saved. We are 
all eacouraged, and believe our Lord 
has good in store for this people, and 
will do them good in spite of those 
who seek their ruin. The brethren 
will give you particulars. Let me en- 
treat your prayers for me; for I as- 
sure you were it not for the glorious 
aature of the object I seek, I should 
shrink from some of my wanderings 
jn the wilderness. Yours as ever. 
REVIVALS OF RELIGION. 

‘he following narrative of the progress 
ef the Redeemer’s Kingdom, in our new 
settlemen’s, is communica'ed by the Rev. 
Lodhr Humphrey, of Burton, Obio. How 
gratelal to the Christian ‘hus io see church- 
es springing up in the wilderness, and pla- 
ces tha: buta few years since were inhab- 
ited by savage men and beasts, mow become 
vocal with the praises of our Ged, 

To the Editor of the Religious Inte ligencer. 

Dear Sir—i find there is a certain 
elass of your readers who are pecu- 
liarly anxious, first, to read that part 
of your paper which gives accounts 
of revivals of religion. It is pecu- 
liarly grateful to the benevolent feel- 
ings of Christians to hear of the pros- 
perity of the Redeemer’s Kingdom in 
any place. If there is joy in heaven 
over one sinner that repenteth, surely 
wt should also be great on earth. 
I have it in my power to give you some 
information respecting the prosperity 
of Zion in the wilderness. I have ia 
the course of the past summer witnes- 
sed some instances of revival of reli- 
gion, which have cheered the hearts 
ef Christians. 

There has been some uncommon 
attention to religion in Southington, 
about 9 imiles from Warren, Ohio, and 
at Wolf Creek, Portage County ; ; aud 
a'so at Harrisville, Madina County. 
I have visited and preached at each of 
these places, where the people were 
some of them apparently attending 
to the one thing needful, and a gene- 
ral seriousness prevailed among them. 
Ja the first mentioned place, a goodly 
number are hoping that they have 
been renewed by grace; but I cannot 


tell how many. Some errers have 
been propated among them, wiuci 
there is reason to fear will be injuri- 
ous to individuals. May God pre. 
serve them and fit them tor his lear- 
enly Kingdom. J preached at Wolf 
Creek on the evening of the 24 Ocio- 
ber to a crowded and attentive audi- 
ence. I was informed that about 23 
had united with the Methodist connee- 
tien, as there was no other charch in 
the piace. There has been but very 
litte stated preaching of any denomi- 
nation amoug them; but they have 
uniformly attended meting on the 
Sabbath, and prayer meetings, &c. on 
di fferentdaysin the week. it was stated 
to me by sone of the principal inhabit- 
auis,that the revival teok placeevident- 
ly in answer io the prayers of a few in- 
dividuals, whe met together to pray for 
the outpouring of the Holy Spint 
The circumstance is often mentioned, 
and often realized, that awakenings 
are sent in answer to prayer: what 
abundant encouragement for Chiis- 
lians to be importunate, and constant 
in their addresses at the throne of 
grace. Let none be discouraged be- 
c2use thev see no immediate answers 
to their prayers in the particular. place 
where they ‘live; but consider that ev- 
ery revival of religion which they hear 
of in any part of the world, is in an- 
swer to their prayers, if they pray in 
faith. “ God hath not said to the seed 
of Jacob, seek ye me in vain.” A 
real work of grace upon the heart of 
an individual in the remotest part of 
the earth, is as much the work of the 
Holy Spirit as when hundreds are 
converted before our eyes. I{weare 
real Christians, and have right feel- 
ings, we shall always be grateful to 
God whenever we hear of a single sin- 
ner brought to repentance. tlere [ 
cannot but remark, that if Christians, 
whenever thev hear or read an ac- 
count of a revival of religion, or the 
conversion of a sinner from the evror 
of lis ways, would immediately retire 
to their closets, and praise God for this 
instance of divine grace, and pray 
that the geod work might continue 
and increase where it is begun ; their 
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graees would be enlivened, and there 
is reason to believe there would be 
mich greater effusions of the Holy 
Spirit. If I may be allowed the ex- 
pression, speaking with reverence, 
& God loves to have his children acknow- 
kedge his favours.” And when they 
do this, he readily gives them more. 
Were the practice just hinted at. u- 
niversally adopted, we should doubt- 
less find that true religion would spread 
more rapidly through the world than 
it ever has done, and there would be 
thousands of prayers daily offered up 
for the outpowing of the Holy Spirit 
more than there ts at present, and 


Our cheer‘ul song would oftener be, 
+ Hear what the Lord hath done for me.” 


In Harrisville, Madina County, a 
work of divine grace commenced about 
the 23d of last May. I shall be more 
particular with respect to this place, 
because ] have been more acquainted 
with the circumstances of the begin- 
ning and progress of the work here 
than in either of the other towns men- 
tioned. Some of the inhabitants have 
been settied in the town six or seven 
vears; but as they were in a remote 
part of the Connecticut Reserve, and 
but few families, their situation was 
iot known to the Missionaries ; anid 
I believe they had never been visited 
by a single missionary before iast 
spring. The Rev. Mr. Searl, an E- 
piscopalian clergyman from Connect- 
ict, visited them and preached one 
sermon. 
May, another missionary visited them, 
and preached a sermon from this text: 
“ What think ye of Christ?” These 
words were set home with power 
upon the heart of one woman present, 
and she was led seriously to reflect 
upon her situation, and what she bad 
thought of Christ, and hew she had 
treated him all her days. She found 
she had neglected his great salvation, 
despised and rejected him, and disre- 
garded his holy erdinances. Now she 
Saw in some measure her guilt and 
vileness, and was brought earnestly to 
ery for mercy. Wer husband observ- 
tug her conduet te be difierent, and 
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Soon afier this, on the 23d of 
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understanding her feelings, began to 
see that he also wasa lost smner. He 
had fearful apprehensions he should 
be left to go on m sin and perish, 
while his wife, he supposed, was seek- 
ing the one thing needfil. As the 
outward conduct and conversation of 
these persons became different, and 
the long neglected Bible was frequent- 
ly read by them, a young mate who 
resided in the family who had been 
very profane, and extremely loose up- 
on the Sabbath, began to feel uneasy, 
and concluded all was not right with 
himself. He had been favoured with 
a religious education while in Con- 
necticut; but as is too often the case 
with persons where restraint is taken 
ofi, he soon became vile, and forgot 
the instructions of his pious parents, 
But the instructions he had received 
and the prayers which were offered up 
for him were not lost. He was made 
to reflect upon bis sin, aud tremble in 
view of approaching judgment. This 
being the Sabbath, .he took up the 
sible, to divart himself with thats; but 
it only added to his affliction. He 
laid it down, determined that he woufd* 
drive away those uncomfortable feel- 
ings in the company of his gay and 
thoughtless companions, and accord- 
ingly set off to seek their accustomed 
haunt on the Sabbath. O wonderfal 
mercy that he was not instantly cut 
off and sent to hell to feel the ven- 
geance of a holy God against his 
numerous aud aggravated sins; before 
he arrived at the intended place of 
resort, he changed his purpose, and 
went to another house. He found it 
impossible to flee from a guilty con- 
science or the terrers of Sinai. He 
was convinced of his ruined sityation, 
and was disposed to warn his compan- 
ions of their danger. Some of these 
were made to enquire “ What must 
we do to be saved?” The serious- 
ness increased among the people, and 
numbers appeared to be under convic- 
tion for,sin. Seme were awakened in 
one way and some io another; and 
all in such a way as manifested the 
power of the Most Hieh. Although 
insirumenis were made use ef to bring

about this great work, yet not one a- 
mong thein ail had the least reason to 
take any part of the glory to himself. 
This was as manifest, as it ever is, 
when the workman uses the ax or the 
saw to accomplish his purposes by 
them. Letall the glory be given to 
God ote On the 3d of October, 
being at Harrisvitle, by request, in 
company with Rev. Amasa Loomis, a 
missionary from Connecticut, a desire 
was manifested ‘hat a church might be 


formed in that town. A number of 


persons presented themselves for ex- 
amination, LL persons were in the 
judgment of Charity considered suita- 
bly qaalified to be constituted a 
church; but the Lord only knoweth 
the heart. Some of these had previ- 
ously been members of other chureh- 
es; six of them however hoped that 
they had recently experienced a 
change of heart. I think I have rare- 
ly known so great a propertion of per- 
sons who were first awakened by the 
consideration that others were about 
to be taken and themselves left, as 
here Could mankind more generally 
realize that there is to be an eternal 
separation between the righteous and 
the wicked, and that husbands and 
wives, parents and children, brethren 
aid sisters, who belong to these two 
classes, must be separated to a return. 
less distance from each, they would 
more frequently be alarmed at their 
own stupidity. Sabbath, October 5th, I 
preached to an attentive and solemn 
audience. It was indeed an interest- 
ing season. [t wasa day which I trust 
I shall long remember with gratitude. 
After the forenoon sermon, more than 
a fifth part of all the adults present 
came out from the congregation and 
solemnly professed their faith in 
Christ, entered into covenant with 
the Lord of hosts and with one ano- 
ther. 

What added peculiarly to the solem- 
nity, was, that 5 of them came for- 
ward and on their knees received the 
ordinance of baptism. They were 
thea by an unworthy servant of Christ 
constituted achurch; after which the 
Lord’s supper was administered to 


them. In the afiernoon ten childrea 
of different families were publicly a8 
icated to the Lord. Thus, out of 

in the whvie congregation, 1d fc a 
ed the sea! of the covenant on the 
same day. oben witnessing these in- 
teresting scenes, [ think 1 could Say, 
* Lord, itis nt tobehere.” « Bless 
the Lord O my soul, and all that is 
within me vless his ho! ly name.” The 
congregation assembled on this occa- 
Sion might justly be considered small 
in older seitiemeuts; but here in the 
wilderness, where there are no more 
than 23 families in the town, it may 
certainly be called a respectable num- 
ber. Of the 11 persons who united ia 
a church, 10 were heads of families. 
Should all these persons be faithful to 
bring up their children in the nurture 
aud admonition of the Lord, he would 
certainly be the cov enant God of 
them and their children. May the 
Lord watch over, protect and strength- 
en this little vine of his planting, and 
cause it to bring forth fruit abundantly 
to the praise of his grace. 

Oct. ith, I assisied the Rev. Wm, 
Hansford in forming a church in 
Strongsville, Madina County. There 
have been within a few weeks a num- 
ber of branches of the church estab- 
lished in different parts of the Re- 
serve. “ Praise ye the Lord.’ The 
wilderness is rapidly becoming a fruit- 
ful field; but there is still great reason 
to lament the prevalence of vice and 
impiety among us. * Pray ye there- 
fore the lord of the harvest, that he 
would send forth more labourers into 
his harves.” Lurner Humpsrey.

From the Recorder.

Dear Sir,—Having just returned 
from Hollis, I wish to give the numer- 
ous readers of your useful publication, 
a concise account of the revival of re- 
ligion in thattown. This work com- 
menced early las! spring, in the north- 
erly part of the town. During the 
spring and summer it was almost es- 











sirely confined to one smal! neighbour- 
heod. Tenor fifteen persons had be- 
cone hopeful subjects of regenerating 
giace—when this work of the Lord 
seemed to become stationary. A fast 
yas appointed by the church, which 
Was agi observed by the people 
of Hotlis, as a day of humiliation 


and wrayer, for a general revival of 


God’s work among that people. The 
work rapidly increased, and spread in 
every Civection. Hithe to daring and 
bla: phemous opposition had been man- 
ifested by many of the enemies of the 
Cross, and means were used to divert 
the attention ef the people from reli. 
gious subjects. But, suddenly, He who 
is stronger than the strong man armed, 
put to might the army of the aliens, by 
convincing some of their leaders, of 
sin, 0 " righteousness, and of judgment, 
and bringing them to bow to the mild 
sceytre of f{mmanuel. The work now 
progresses with little open opposition, 
and is extended into almost every 
part of the town. Some are rejoicing ; 
othees are mourning; some are fille d 

vith joy unspeakab/e and full of glory ; 
r- sare bowed down with unutter- 
able distress; and all appear solemnly 
interesting in the scenes which they 
are dai'y witnessing. {n attending 
three :eligious meetings [ saw very lit- 
tle excitement of the passions, but no 
ticed a general solemnity, and, ou ma- 
ny countenances the well known fea- 
tures of heart felt solicitude. 

Since the commencement of this 
revival about fifteen persons have 
been received into the church under 
the pastoral care of the Rev. Eli Smith. 
Yesterday move than forty others ap- 
peared before the same church, when 
a written account of their religious ex- 
perience, and of the grounds of their 
hope in the pardoning merey of God, 

was publicly read, and they were pro- 
pounded for admission into the chureh. 
Ecside these, there are probably be- 
tween twenty and thirt y others, who 
give credible evidence of piety; ‘mak- 


ing the whole number of hopeful sub- 
jects of this work of God, about eighty. 

It is a fact worthy of the most seri- 
@us gonsideration, that the written 
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narratives above mentioned, while 
they exhibit an interesting variety i 
relation to the means and progress of 
conviction, all harmonized in their 
results—producing a cordial acknow- 
ledgment of the truth of those does 
trines, which are known by the name 
of “ doctrines of reformation”—such 
as the entire corruption of human na- 
ture ; regeneration by the Holy Spirit; 
salvation by grace; and their “kindred 
truths. When religious experience 
harmonizes with revelation, there isa 
reciprocal eonfirmation, on the one 
hand, of the truth and importance of 
its doctrines, and on the other, of the 
reality and genuineness of that Chris- 
tian experience. May sucl revivals 
of religion be multiplied and extended, 

ull every nation, and every uibe of 
Adam shall see the salvation of God.

Extract of a letter tothe Editor, dated Al- 
bemarle County, Va. Jan 17, 1817. 

This year has commenced with ar 
occurrence which forms a new epoch 
in the history of the lite cherch in 
this place, (the Cove.) 

Excited by the many examples held 
up to view in New England, on the 
first Monday in this month twenty Fe- 
males met together, formed them- 
selves into a Society on the following 
plan, and for the following purposes : 
They agree to meet together the first 
Mon day in every mon th, for the pur- 
pose - of uniting in social prayer and 
praise, and for religious conference ; 
and at each monthly meeting to con- 
tribute as each one may feel able and 
willing, something to aid in promot- 
ing the Christian retigion. 

This Society already comprises ev- 
ery age and Class oi females among us; 
from the richest to the poorest ; from 
the grey headed matron down to the 
child of seven years of age (for there is 
one of that tender age, who has profes- 
sed a joyful hope in Christ for more 
than 12 moaths.) In this association 
of females, all distinction of age, and 
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worldly circumstances, are lost sight 
of, in the contemplation of Him, in 
whose name they meet. 

Several of these associating females 
are the subjects ofa work of Grace, 
which has been slowly but gradually 
progressing here for the last eighteen 
months. It is believed that about 
twenty in that time have been “ drawn 
by the cords of Love,” or driven by the 
“ Terror of the Lord,” to take refuge 
in acrucified Saviour. 

The subjects of this little work are 
of all ages from nearly sixty down to 
Six years.
